The applicant's amendment received 2-1-2006 overcomes the prior art of record, 
l-lence claims 1-57 are allowed. 

The examiner notes that the amendment clarified what a "signaling message 
routing node" was. eg. "comprising a signal transfer point (STP) for routing call setup 
and mobile subscriber routing infonmation request messages between other nodes in a 
network".
